APRIL RARS MEETING PROGRAM 


Scheduled speaker is Michael Everett, 
WA4DLF. Program will be on his research on 
Reginold Fessenden's experiments on radio 
communications and the first transatlantic 
radio transmissions from North Carolina's 
own Outer Banks. Fessenden performed his 
research from January, 1901 through 
August, 1902 for the weather bureau. 
Michael did his research into Fessendem's 
duties as part of his Master's thesis. 
This should be of particular interest to 
the "'01 North State" since the North 
careiiva Archives are the repesitsry $f 
Fessendén's research records ard have been 
touched by a few rare people (including 
Michael) in the last 85 years. 


JACK KENNY, WB4MCU, A SILENT KEY 


The IBM corporation sent him to 
us in the mid seventies. That was a 
red letter day in our lives, but, at 
the time, we didn’t know it. 

At the time his call was WN2IJK. 
Very appropriate because the phonetics 
were: (I)’m (J)ack (Kenny. He was a 
novice at the time (as can be 
ascertained from the call) but he soon 
took the necessary test, got his 
technician ticket, and received the 
calls WB4MCU. Oh, over the next 10 
years or so he started studying for 
the 13 WPM test, but there were other 
things that were related to ham radio 
that were of more interest to him 
thus he never got to that point. He 
remained a technician. But he knew 
more about radio and electricity than 
a lot of guys that I have ever met and 
that’s where he belonged and that’s 
what he was: a Technician. 

He joined RARS a short time after 
arriving here, and from that moment 
on, RARS became a better organization. 

The club decided to build its own 
repeater. The parts were gathered and 
the machine was put together in HI8 
basement and stored there until it 
could be raised to its present 
position. Club projects were selected 
and if a guy had trouble getting the 
thing together he went over to Jack’s 
basement and got the needed help. 
Sure, he may have made you feel like a 
#001 (you really didn’t, because he 
had a ready sense of humor that made 
you f@el good. You were really only a 
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flame upon which he was able to fan 
his humor), but when you finished, the 
thing worked and you knew why. If you 
didn’t it sure wasn’t his fault. When 
a guy needed help in getting up an 
antenna he was there to lend a hand 
with the engineering help that was 
needed. When an upgrading class was 
taught he gathered up about $3,000 - 
$4,000 worth of test equipment and 
brought it to the classroom to 
demonstrate it. 

The computer revolution began and 
he became involved in that. There was 
no chore that was asked of him that he 
didn’t help with: just ask us guys who 
called upon him with our problems: and 
these problems were solved. 

There is a lot more that could be 
faid about this guy, a whale of a lot 
more. The list of the things that he 
has done for the club and the guys in 
it could go on and on. They were 
legion. He was a workaholic, of that 
there was no question, and when it 
came to the club or the clubs 
activities he pitched in and did more 
than his share. 

The younger members of the club 
who did not know him missed knowing a 
great guy. We older members of the 
club who knew him had the pleasure of 
knowing this great guy.

GOODBYE, TVI 
QST, Feb, 87 


Here are a couple of experiences that may 
be of benefit to others. With an antenna 
attached to my three-band scanner, my 
transmitter caused TVI when operating on 
the 10, 15, and 20-meter bands with as 
little as 20-w output. There is no TVI 
with the scanner's antenna disconnected and 
using | kW. I lined the inside of my TY 
cabinet with aluminum foil, secured with 
staples. Spray adhesive secured the foil 
to the cabinet rear. Vent holes were poked 
through the foil. I installed an ac-line 
filter and a high-pass filter grounded to 
the foil. This cured TVI on 80 and 40 
meters. As an added benefit, horizontal 
oscillator "birdies" that were S9 on 160 
and 80 meters are now undetectable..

Some of the highlights of this 
meeting were as follows: 


PBBS - Will, K4IWW, reports that XPacket 
protocol is really taking off. He said 
that the PBBS software is now in over 20 
countries. The PBBS is now on 147.54 
MHz full time. He has shortened the re- 
sponse time of the TNC, since it is now 
On a much less crowded frequency. Will 
has added a time delay relay so if there 
is a power glitch the PBBS will stay 
down for 10 seconds and reboot’ instead 
of locking up. 


Mailbox/Gateway - Cecil, WA4LPD, reports 
that the 145.01/147.54 MHz gateway is 
being actively used. The auto-forward 
capabilities are being used continually 
weineeeae lot of “thru” traffic being 
handled. There have been a few cases of 
abuse by people as far away as Atlanta 
using the gateway to gain access to the 
PBBS on the LAN frequency. 


John, AA4MP, and Will, K4IWW, suggested 
that it would be better for those who 
are able to connect direct to use a 
frequency other than the LAN for long
